Serious Riots Only Prevented by a 
Strong Show of Force. 


FIFTEEN HUNDRED BALLOTS WERE CA8T

THE CZAR’S SILVER WEDDING—SUPERSTITIOUS 
BARBARITY—LONDON GOSSIP. 

Loxpon, Nov. 6.—It is said to be with the 
*itire consent of the Prince of Wales that the 
Princess of Wales will be with the Czar and 
‘?arina at the celebration of their silver 
Wedding on Monday next, instead of helping 
‘o celebrate her husband’s §0th birthday. 
‘he Princess will present to the Czar and 
‘zarina the gift specially manufactured for 
the occasion, im behalf of the Prince. This 


gift consist of two long pilgrim bottles in 
silver, which are unique in their form and 
workmanship. They were sent to Russia by 
Special courier, The Duchess of Edinburgh, 
the Czar’s only sister, will also be present, 
but without the Duke, who is enjoying him- 
self in London inthe absence of his Russian 
wife. The Princess of Wales will remain with 
her sister, the Czarina, until the close of No- 
vember, The two sisters are strongly at- 
tached to each other, and have not remained 
so long together in years as on this occasion. 
There appears, however, to be no ground for 
the gossip that there is any coolness between 
the Prince of Wales and the Princess. 
BARBAROUS SUPERSTITION. 

The British authorities of Madras have in- 
stituted an investigation relative toa case of 
horrible barbarity and superstition reported 
from Madura. Rain has been very much 
needed in that vicinity, and drought was at- 
tributed by the superstitious natives to 
the malignity of an evil-minded male 
deity. To propitiate this deity they resolved 
upon reviving an old practice of torture, 
known as ‘‘hook-sWinging.’’ A victim was 
found who consented to undergo the ordeal. 
The points of iron hooks were pushed into 
his back, a rope fastened to the hooks, and 
the poor wretch was hoisted intothe air. His 
shrieks of agony were regarded as an evi- 
dence thatthe goddess was being made to 
hear and would answer with the long looked- 
for rain. After the man had hung for an hour 
he wastaken down, apparently not fatally 
injured, although withtwo deep wounds in 
his bock. Whether rain followed is not 
stated. 

ON FORBIDDEN GROUND. 

A dispatch from st. Petersburg states that 
at the time of his arrest at Berdicheff, in the 
government of Kioff, Russia, Mr. Joseph Pen- 
nell, the artist employed by the London Jllus- 
trated News and the Scribners, American pub- 
ishers, was engaged in making sketches of 
various Russian prisons and forts in the vi- 
cinity and surrounding country. 


GENERAL FOREIGN, 


BEET ROOT SUBSTITUTED FOR FLOUR—VIG- 
OROUS SHIPBUILDING —BRIEFS. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 6.—Vast quantites of 
beet root refuse,mixed with a smail percent- 
age of rice flour, is being utilized for bread, 
and is saidto be palatable and nutritious. 
The frequent. reports of dishonesty in the 
management of the funds entrusted to Gov- 
ernment officials for relief purposes, has 
caused some falling off in the contributions 
and there isa growing demand thatthe ex- 
penditure of money donated by private 
charity be entrusted to private hands. 

The Russian Government is pushing for- 
ward the bDullding of a fleet with more energy 
than ever and several private ship yards will 
s00n become the property ofthe Govern- 
ment. The Ozar is said to be anxious to 
make Russia a first class naval power, and 
he means to havea strong fleet of sea-going 
iron clad and belted cruisers. 

The celebration of the Czar’s silver wed- 
ding will not be attended by any public dem- 
onstration, it being the express desire of the 
Czar to avoid this, owingtothe suffering 
condition of millions of his subjects. 


VICTORY POR PROTECTION. 

PARIS, Nov. 6.—The acceptance of the duty 
of 25 francs per 200 pounds on American salt 
meats by the Customs Committee of the 
Chamber of Deputies is regarded as‘a victory 
for the Protectionist element over the advo- 
cates of ® francs. The Government also 
strove for the 20 francs duty, but was over- 
whelmed by the protests from pig breeders 
from all parts of France. 

The workman Vaucourt, who was arrested 
late lasteveningon suspicion of being the 
murderer of the man whose nude and head- 
less body was found in thecellar of a house 
inthe Rue Charonne, has been discharged 
from custody, there being no evidence upon 
which to hold him. 


POOR MAIL SERVICE. 

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, Nov.6.—All the United 
States has to Goto bring Canada to terms in 
twenty-four hours, isto refuse the Western 
provinces access to the Atlantic by American 
ports and thus cause the worst panic the Do- 
minion has ever experienced. That is what 
Ww. J. Silver,one of the city’s most prominent 
merchants, saidtothe Board of Trade at a 
meeting called to protest against the with- 
drawal of this port of weekly mail steamers 
of the Allan and Dominion lines. For the 
first season in fifty years Halifax is without 
regular mail service with England. The en- 
tire Canadian mails from Europe now come 
by New York. Strong resolutions were adopt- 
ed asking the Government to subsidize a mail 
service from Canada to Great Britain. 


FOREIGN BRIEFS. 

Later advices from the east coast of Eu- 
boea, or Negropont, state that sixteen per- 
sons were saved from the unknown British 
steamer, the destruction of which by fire has 
been heretofore reported. Nine persons are 
now known to have been drowned. 

Three more deaths have resulted as acon- 
sequence of the telescoping of the carriages 
of the mail train yesterday while it was run- 
ning from Bombay to Hagpur. 

A boat belonging to the Collier-Kathleen 
Co. has been washed ashore at Clac- 
tonsea, England. It is feared that the Col- 
lier, which carried a crew of seven men, has 
foundered with all on board. 

The losses of Herr Wolff, head of the sus- 
pended banking firm of Hirschfeld & Wolff, 
Berlin, who was arrested yesterday, are said 
tohave been caused by reckless gambling 
and general extravagance. 

The Swedish Inspector of Ordnance has 
gone to Esson to discuss with the Krupps on 
the matter of the bursting of one of their 
great guns which was at the time being 
tested in Sweden. The Inspector will also 
demand that he be permitted to inspect the 
protess of casting new guns and to learn the 
method of their manufacture. Should the 
Inspector be denied this privilege, Sweden 
will buy its guns from other manufacturers, 

At Sassari,in Sardinia,a discharged convict 
named Derosas, actuated by a desire for 
revenge, shot and Killed Dr. Usini, and a 
male and a female peasant, all of whom had 
been witnesses again him in the trial at 
which he bad been convicted. 

A hurricane is sweebing Chiciana, Spain, 
and doing immense damage. The town of 
Segura is innudated, its bridges destroyed 
and its streets impassable. Many cattle have 
been drowned. 

A duel occurred to-day between the Span- 
ish Minister of the Marine, Admiral DeBeran- 
ger, and a newspaper editor. Four shots 
were exchanged without result, and the seo- 
onds then interfered. After the duel De- 
Beranger resigned from the Ministry.

A RULE OF FOROF.

Dictator Fonseca’s Iron Hand Restor- 
ing Order in Brazil. 


AN EARLY RETURN TO CIVIL PRO- 
CEDURE PROMISED. 


Details of the Uprising and Its Present 
Statuse—No Chance fora Revival of the 
Empire—Dom Pedro a Mental and 


Physical Wreck—An “Edited” Tele- 
gram. 


, 


RIo JANEIRO, Nov. 6.—In general it may be 
said that the Brazilian situation is not mate- 
rially changed in any respect. Da Fonseca 
has summoned the nation to elect new repre- 
sentatives. The date is not yet named. Rio 
Janeiro and Nictheroy (five miles east) are 
declared in a state of siege for two months. 
The President in his manifesto declares he 
has been forced to the course he has taken by 
the action of Congress in enacting laws con- 
trary to the constitution and by the efforts of 
the monarchists to overturn the republic. 
The army and navy support Da Fonseca, and 
the country is officially declared to be tranquil. 
The Government declares its ability and in- 
tention to maintain order and enforce ob- 
servance of the Constitution. Da Fonseca 
has been congratulated by the Governors of 
the Provinces. Freedom of the press is sus- 
pended and telegrams are under censorship. 

Itis clear that the present trouble origi- 
nated ina row between the President and 


Congress, but there is great difference of 
opinion as to the responsibility for the 
trouble. Congress accuses Da Fonseca of 
having unwarrantably assumed sovereign 
power, and the President in turn charges 
Congress with unauthorized dictation as to 
his rights and duties. On the passage by 
the Senate of a bill to define his responsibil- 
ities he refused to be bound by it and 
on Nov. 4 ordered the troops under arms 
throughout Ria. Naturally this caused great 
excitement and led to numerous collisions 
between the opposition and the soldlery, 
culminating in the proclaiming of martial 
law after several rioters had been killed by 
the troops. 

Da Fonseca’s assumption of dictatorial 
power seems to have followed an appeal 
made to him by the chiefs of the army. 
Early in the trouble, being informed of a 
spirit of revolt among the military, he made 
an earnest address to the troops, pledging 
himself to protect them in the exercise of 
every right. His address seemsto have had 
a reassuring effect. When urged by the 
chiefs to proclaim himself dictator, Da- 
Fonseca evinced some reluctance—real or as- 
sumed—but soon yielded. At this time he 
also announced the dissolution of Congress. 
This was on Tuesday. Wednesday morning 
the troops marched to the Pando, where 
President Fonseca was in conference with 
his military commanders. A conference of 
the Ministers was also in progress. At 9 
o’clock Fonseca’s decree was made public. 
He said that the aictatorship was to last 
until the political revolutions were at an end 
and law-makers learned to keep up with re- 
publican ideas. He disclaimed any intention 
of prolonging the dictatorship after peace 
bad been restored. 

Telegrams from Porte Alegro, in the State 
of Rio Grande Ge Sol, say the authority of the 
dictator is not recognized there. Alegro has 
a population of 30,000. Rio Grande de Sol is 
one of the most prosperous and independent 
of all the States. It has a population of 
nearly 700,000. Therepublicans there demand 
armed opposition to Da Fonseca. They say 
he wishes to make himself Emperor. The 
navy has pronounced in favor of him. 

Rio is quiet. Itis believed the revolt will 
be put down and peace restored soon, 

AN *‘EDITED’’ CABLEGRAM. 

New Yor«, Nov. 6.—The following cable- 
gram, which bears the appearance of hav- 
ing been ‘‘edited,’’ was received at the Bra- 
zilian Consulate to-day: 

Rio JANERIO, Nov. 6.—The situation of af- 
fairs here to-day is reassuring. The troops 
which have been guarding the telegraph of- 
fices since the disturbances commenced have 
been withdrawn. Compiete order prevails, 
and the usual amount of business is being 
transacted. Exchange is firm and improv- 
ing. The Government has ceased to inter- 
fere with any telegrams, and the general 
impression is thata revolution is not likely 
tooccur. The prosperity of the country is 
upim paired by the recent occurrences. 

ELECTION IN JANUARY. 

Paris, Nov. 6.—A dispatch received here 
from Rio Janeiro states that the elections for 
members of the new Chamber of Representa- 
tives are expected to take place in January. 
Congress will revise the Constitution and 
will retain its Republican and Federative 
character. The dispatch further says thata 
commission has been appointed for the sum- 
mary trial of persons charged with being 
enemies of the Republic, and that uponcon- 
viction of that charge they will immediately 
be banished from the country. 

Advices received to-day from Rio Grande 
Dosul declare that the army and navy com.- 

lled President Da Fonseca to assume the 

ictatorship and that there is considerable 
provocation in Province Rio de sul 
where the late events at Kio Janeiro are con- 
sidered to be buta prelude to the restora- 
tion of the Empire. The . dispatch 
continues: ‘*‘The latter is not yet 
certain, but personal observation in 1890 in- 
duced the suspicion that the changeto a 
republic was only the cloak to cover 
the ambition of certain demagogues and 
not the desire of the nation. Jobbery, pub- 
lic robbery and the lowering of the rate of 
exchange, which have occurred since, have 
engendered universal discontent and was 
the precursor of the present cataclism.

BRAZIL’S DIOTATOR. 


HOW GEN. FONSECA BECAME THE HEAD OF THE 
MOVEMENT AGAINST THE EMPIRE. 


New York, Nov. 6.—While Dictator Deodo- 
ra da Fonseca was a prominent figure in the 
events which supplanted the Empire witha 
Republic in Brazil all accounts agree that he 
was not the chief spirit of the revolution. 
He was not Known outside of his own coun- 


try before the revolt against Dom Pedro. 
Even in Brazil he wasonly known as a gen- 
eralinthearmy who had won some distinc- 
tion as a subaltern in the war with Paraguay 
and whose political intrigues were a source 
of constant trouble to the Government, Some 
time ago he said toa foreign newspaper cor- 
respondent that his ambition was to become 
‘*the Boulanger of Brazi],’’ but this was be- 
fore the corset- wearing Frenchman had re- 
vealed the full extent of his folly and was 
still in uniform and riding his black charger. 
Notwithstanding this r estimate of him- 
self, Fonseca appears to be aman of consid- 
erable ability and force of character. 

He has spent all hig life since joyhood in 
the army. His father, who belonged to a 
wealthy family in Portugal, obtained the 
concession cf a tract of land in the province 
of Rio Grande du Sul in the early part of this 
century and, settling down rmanently in 
the country, married a Brazilian lady. He 
was the father of three sons, Deodora being 
the eldest, and all three were educated at 
the polytechnic school and went into the 
army. in the war with Paraguay, which 
lasted from 1866 to 1870, Deodora Fonseca won 
distinction. He wentin a lieutenant and, for 
gallant conduct at the battle of Mossoro, 
was promoted to the rank of major 
on the field. At th@ cfose of the war he 
was a General, and rated” by the Em- 
peror with the Order of the Bose. e was 
given command ofthe army in the Province 
of Matto-Grosso. He was later given charge 
of the ma ine and cartridge factory at Rio 
and remained at thecapital for many years. 

The first preparatory step to the revolution 
which made Fonseca Chief of the State was 
the organization in 18838 ofa military club at 
Rio de Janeiro which included nearly all the 
officers inthearmy. This club was made the 
focus ofa Republican propagandaand Fon- 
seca was put forward by the  iead- 
ing spirits of the movement as 
the head because of the supposed 
devotion of the army to his person. This 
attracted the attention of Dom Pedro’s Min- 
istry and Fonseca was sentto take command 
in Matto-Grosgo again and he was later made 
Governor of the province. A new ministry 
coming into power he was recalled to the 
capital. Fonseca’s absence had not checked 
the work of propagating Republican sent!i- 
ment and upon his return to Riothe plans of 
the revolution were put in execution, and the 
Republic was soon after proclaimed. The 
success of his attempt to make himself dicta- 
tor will depend largely upon the fealty of the 
men composing his cabinet, who placed him 
in power on the ruins of the Empire and who 
were the brains of the liberty party in Brazil. 


THE WOODRUFF TRIAL. 


Defendant’s Testimony Nearly All in and 
the Case Nearing an End. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Nov. 6.—Sheriff Ander- 
son Mills was the only witness examined in 
the Woodruff trialthis morning. He testified 
concerning the sale of certain property in 
which Woodruff was interested and for 
which witness was trustee. The defense 
sought to show by this and also by testimony 


offered yesterday that Woodruff had consid- 
erable money beforeand during his incum- 
bency of the State Treasurer’s office. The 
cross-examination of witnesses was to prove 
thatthe price stated inthe deed ashaving 
been paid for this property ($624,000) was 
greatly in excess of the cash consideration 
actually paid, 

At the conclusion of Mills’ examination, 
John M. Moore, one of the Woodruff’s attor- 
neys, addressed the Court and stated that the 
defendant at this point rested his case. 

The defense had other testimony to offer, 
but it was in the nature of documentary ev!i- 
dence, viz: the report of Special Commis- 
sioner Simms on the sale of certain real 
estate in which defendant had an interest, a 
message of Gov. Eagle to the last Legislature 
in relation to the shortage in the State Treas- 
ury and the receipts which State Treasurer 
Morrow had given ex-State Treasurer Wood 
ruff. ‘‘These,’’ Moore stated, ‘‘would about 
complete the testimony for defendant.’ 

As these latter were notin shape, a recess 
was taken. The trial is nearing a conclusion, 
and the case will be given the jury early 
next week.

VIGOROUS PREPARATIONS UNRELAXED 
AT THE NAVY YARDS. 


Disposition of Our War Vessels at Access- 
ible Points—No New Developments of a 
Warlike Character—Talk Witha Naval 
Officer--Fresh Revelation Concerning 
the San Salvador-Guatemala Conflict. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 6.—Despite the 
fact that there Is no news of a warlike char- 
acter from Chill, the Navy Department has 
not relaxed its efforts in fitting out war ships 
for service in the Pacific by the favorable 
turn the Chilian affair has taken within the 
past few days. Work is still being pushed on 
the Newark at Boston and the Atlanta at 
New York, and there Is little doubt that both 
vessels will soon be under way for the South- 
ern Pacific, no matter what may bethe out- 
come of the diplomatic negotiations now in 
progress. 

The recent incident has served to convince 
the department of the folly of keeping so 
many of the new ships in home waters, but 
the decision to add to the Pacific fleet, while 
probably attributable to the recent troubles, 
is not to be regarded in the light of prepara- 
tions for war with Chill. é 

These vessels, and more too, are needed in 
the Pacific, and there is much satisfaction 
expressed among naval officers that Secretary 
Tracy has reached that decision. It is still 
believed here that Admiral Gherardi will 
before long receive orders to proceed in the 
Philadelphia to Chili and resume command 
of the vessels in those waters. No orders 
to that effect were given him before he left 
New York, but it would be an easy matter to 
communicate such instructions to him upon 
his arrival at 8t. Thomas, and there is a 
strong probability that this will be done. 

Senor Montt, the Chilian Minister, is in New 
Orleans, but will return here in a few days 
with his family. During his absence it is im- 
possible to obtain news at the Chilian Lega- 
tion. Senor Claudio Vicuna sails for Europe 
from New York to-morrow. The election of 
Admiral Montt to the Chillan presidency dis- 
pels the hope entertained by some of 
Vicuna’s friends, that the exiled President- 
elect might be permitted to return soon to his 
native country. 

AT NEW YORK NAVY YARD. 

No more vessels left the navy yard yester- 
day and no more imperative orders were re- 
ceived to hurry the repairsupon the vessels, 
nor were any ofthe vessels selected for any 
particular service. Officers at the Navy Yard 
reviewed the situation of affairs in Chill, 
Braziland China. One of the commanders 
said: ‘*The situation in Chili seems to have 
been modified very much in the last few days. 
I think that the Baltimore and Yorktown 
would suffice to hold the Chilians in check in 
case they should again become bitter. But 
in addition, the San Francisco is near at 
hand and the Atlanta will soon be on the way 
there. That South America is a volcano, 
ready to burst into activity as soon as the 
pressu:ie becomes too greaton the inside, is 
shown inthe news from Brazil. The New- 
ark, which will start for that point in about 
two weeks, with the Yantic and Essex now in 
those waters, will be sufficient to protect 
American interests there. As for China, we 
have four vessels there to care for our inter- 
ests.’’ 

MOVEMENTS OF MINISTER MONTT. 

New ORLEANS, La., Nov. 6.—Senor Pedro 
Montt, the Chillan Minister to the United 
States, left his wifeon board the steamship 
Andean yesterday forenoon. The lady was 
accompanied by four of the Chilian Legation— 
Messrs. Anibal Cruz, Guellermo Arnenategan, 
Valentine Del Campo and George B. Fouro. 
The party left last evening for Washington 
by the Louisville & Nashville train. Neither 
Sig. Montt norany of his party could be in 
duced to speak about Chillan affairs.

ADMIRAL MONTT CHOSEN. 

Lonpon, Nov. 6.—The Times to-day pub- 
lishes a dispatch from Valparaiso that Ad- 
miral Jorge Montt has Deen unanimously 
elected President of the Republic of Chiil.

Two Victims of the Loathsome Disease 
Turned Loose in Vancouver. 


VANCOUVER, British Columbia, Nov. 6,—Ip- 
tense excitement is felt here to-day on ac- 
count of the turning loose of the two Chinese 


lepers who arrived from New York about two 
monthsago. The guard was removed at 2 
o’clock this afternoon, asa result of the re- 
fusal of the City Council to bear any more 
expense. 

As soon as the doors were thrown open the 
Ohinese lepers started down for Chinatown, 
but they were shunned by all their country- 
men and could get no shelter. Then they 
came back tothe city andall day wandered 
up and down the principal business streets in 
the rain, finally going back tothe place where 
they have been confined for the past two 
months. 

The citizens are more than indignant at the 
action of the Council, but can do nothing. 
The release of the lepers is due to the refusal 
on the part of either the government or the 
Canadian Pacific Railway to bear any part of 
the expense, and as the city is advised they 
cannot collect anything they let them go. 
Before doing so they notified General Supt. 
H. Abbott of the C. P. R., but Mr. Abbott 
replied that he would take no action In the 
matter and that the lepers would be allowed 
to gofree as far as the company was con- 
cerned, and he would take no responsibility 
in the matter, which he considered rested 
entirely with the city.

The Coal Creek Miners Are Not Sat- 
isfled. 


RID OF THE CONVICTS, THEY WANT TO 
WIN OTHER VICTORIES. 


The Employers of Convicts Will Not At- 
tempt to Put Back the Prisoners—The 
Mining Companies Want Troops Sent 
to the District— What the Women Have 
to Say—A People in Arms to Resist an 
Unjust Law. 


From a Staff Correspondent. 

KNOXVILLE, Nov. 6.—The troubles over the 
convicts are over in East Tennessee and it ts 
the opinion here that no attempt will be 
made by the companies to revive the quarrel 
by putting back the prisoners. It costs too 
much andthe convict companies as they are 
called, are not disposed to again risk an en- 
counter with the mountaineers unless they 
have the whole power of the State behind 
them. Andafter the Governor's action in 
refusing to call out the troops they give up 
all hope from that quarter. The guards at 
Tracy City and Inman have been reinforced, 


and if an attack is made there it 
will be stoutly resisted. a. ae 
not likely that the free miners will 


go any further in the matter at present. 
They are disposed to wait and see what 
comes of their exploits at the three mines in 
Anderson and Roane counties. 

But there is no mistaking their determina- 
tion. They mean business, and if any at- 
tempt is made to place the convicts on the 
ground there will be bloodshed. The miners 
themselves are not talking very much, but 
the temper of the people can be guessed at 
from the bitterness displayed by the women. 
They do not hesitate to say that violence will 
follow if they are again interfered with, and 
will, if necessary, carry Winchester rifies 
and fight by their husband \’ sides. 

The Knoxville people whPtle admitting the 
seriousness of the situation and the dis- 
grace which has overtaken the State are in- 
clined to smile over the affair. Nobody has 
been killed and nobody hurt. Some property 
has been destroyed, but the quantity has 
been greatly exaggerated. Everybody is in 
sympathy with the riotersand are not dis- 
posed to be very severe in their criticisms. 
Even the coal company people look upon the 
affair with cynical good nature, and about all 
that they have to say is that the Governor is 
an asinine individual without any nerve. 
They say that troops will settle the matter. 
In their opinion there ig much virtue in 
troops. 

Meanwhile the convicts are being captured 
and probably most of them will be incarcer 
ated before the end of the week. They have 
enjoyed a pretty lark, been well treated by 
the mountaineers, and have no doubt en- 
joyed their holiday. 

The trouble in the Coal Creek district over 
a check weighman is now no Digger thana 
man’s hand, but it may prove serious. The 
release of the convicts is not enough for the 
free miners. Their blood is upand the more 
wayward spirits may get the upper hand and 
bring on a strike. 

Yesterday the men employed in the 
‘*Thistie’’ mine, which {s operated by the 
East Tennessee Mining Co., demanded a 
check weighman,. In their demand they 
specified that the check weighman should be 
put on yesterday morning. The company had 
no opportunity toact and the men walked 
out at once. 

Another mine is operated by the same com- 
pany at Fraterville. Themen there yester- 
day demanded a check weighman also, and 
gave the company until Monday to act. If 
not put on they will strike Monday. 

A difficulty of the same sort last year was 
the first of the series ofevents whicn led up 
to the introduction of the convicts. It is be- 
lieved here, however, that the intelligence 
and good judgment which have been so mani- 
fest in the miners’ organization, will yet 


prevail and save a senseless strike.

ONE OF THE MOST CLEVER SCHEMES IN 
CRIMINAL HISTORY. 


How Bob and His Friend Planted a Skel- 
eton in a Hut on the Wabash and 
Played the Burned Bones as the Re- 
mains of Musgrave to Collect on :In- 
surance Policies, 

CnIcaco, Ill., Nov. 6.—Bob. Musgrave has 
at last been hunted down by the Pinkertons. 


They have never left the trail since the burn- 
ing of the log cabin in Indiana, in which it 


. Was at first thought Musgrave had perished. 


The igsurance companies, who would have 
been out $25,000 if Musgrave’s scheme had

been successful, are much elated over his 
capture. When the capture was made last 
night he at first denied his identity, but 
finaily tripped himself by requesting that he 
should not be given into the custody of De- 
tective Dwyer of Terre Haute, who worked 


up the case against him. 

Musgrave refused to see a press representa- 
tive to-aay when a call was made at the jail 
where he is held for identification and to 
awalt the arrival of an officer from Indiana. 
He has a cousin here who called on him to- 


day. 

The attempt of Musgraveto beat the in- 
surance companies out of a large sum of 
money was one of the most original bits of 
crime in history. Thestory of his boyhvod 
in the staid town of Terre Haute, shows that 
in early life he evinced traits of genius for 
crookedness which bid fairto develop into 
something which would in timefit him for 
the penitentiary. His father and mother 
having died, into Robert’s hands fell the task 
ofsettling the smallestate. He did this in 
such a way that his sister and her husband, 
@ man named Markle, who figured somewhat 
in the insurance swindle. During this time 
Musgrave had committed a forgery, which 
made the climateof Terre Haute too warm for 
him, and had formed the acquaintance ofa 
ne’er-do-weel in the vicinity named Trout, 
who was always ready to engage in any ad- 
venture that promised notoriety and gain. 
Two years ago Musgrave went to Chicago 
and branched out as a financial broker, meet- 
ing with little success, but earneda lasting 
reputation for lying and swindling. 

t was while down at the hee! in Chicago 
that he conceived the idea of beating the 
insurance companies, which he afterward 
‘put into execution on the banks of the 

abash River near Terre Haute. 

LAYING THE PLANS. 

The year before he had taken out an acci- 
dent insurance policy for $5,000int*> United 
States Mutual Accident Associat! of New 
York. On Aug. 5 he took outtwo more poli- 
cies for $5,000 each, and when the first policy 
fell due he paid the installment on it. This 
made $15,000, allin favorof his mother. He 
later took out a $5,000 policy in favorof a 
woman with whom he was onintimate terms 
with the Atna Accident Insurance Co., and 
@ $5,000 policy with another company, in 
her favor also. The total was $25,000. 

Then he sat down and wrote, under his as- 
fumed name, to Parsons & Co. of St. Louis, 
dealers in museum skeletons, for the skeleton 
ofa man 5 feet 8inchesin height. But he had 
no money to pay forthis. He madea trip to 
the home of his brother-in-law Markle in 
Indiana, and from his sister secured $200. In 
the meantime he had sent for his friend 
Trout, who arrived in Chicago and added 
$200 more to the skeleton fund. 

The skeleton, which cost $105, arrived in 
due time, and, no doubt, in good condition. 
It was in a pasteboard box, 8 feet by 1 foot 
and 10inches deep. It came by express to 
the assumed name, and the broker at whose 
office it was received thought it was a model. 
Musgrave got the skeleton on Saturday after- 
noon, Aug. 15 last. 

About the middle of the next week Mus- 
grave went down to Dana, Ind., which is not 
more than twenty miles from Terre Haute. 

On Friday, Aug. 21, the faithfull Trout 

oined him at Danaor thereabouts, and the 

wo advanced uponthe environs of Terre

MR. SHAW’S VILLAS. 


The Assembly Wants the Land Intended 
for Them. 


IT I8 BROPOSED TO ADD IT TO TOWER 
GROVE PARK. 


A Resolution That Is Not Approved by the 
Trustees of the Millionaire’s Will—Mr. 
Hardy and the Sanitary Company—The 
Mullanphy Investigation May Not Be 
Pushed. 


On the north and south sides of Tower 
Grove Park are two strips of ground en- 
closed by wooden fences that the City Assem- 
blymen are eyeing covetously. Each strip is 
200 feet wide and runs along the entire 
length of the park, from Grand avenue to 
King’s highway. Magnolia avenue bounds 
the northern strip, and Arsenal street the 
southern one. When Henry Shaw _ got 
Lawyer John F. Shepley to draw up the deed 
,of gift by which Tower Grove Park became 
the property of the city by the payment of 
$25,000 a year, he made the attorney put into 
the deed a clause by which he reserved these 
strips to himself, specifying that they were 
to be used for residences. Nothing was built 
there during the life time of the millionaire. 
Now a movement is on foot to obtain these 
strips for the city and add them to the park. 

Aresolution is now before the House of 
Delegates providing for the appointment of a 
committee consisting of Mayor Noonan, 
Comptroller John D. Stephenson and City 
Counsellor W, ©. Marshall, to ascer- 
tainif the two strips cannot be added to 
the park. The resolution has been 
lying unconsidered in the box of the 
Committee on Public Improvements of the 
House of Delegates, but Councilman Ander- 
son is making an effort to have it reported 
and adopted so the committee can start to 
work, 

Mr. David F. Kaime, one of the Shaw trus- 
tees, who knows all the details of Mr. Shaw’s 
extensive business, said to-day the 
land could legally be used only for 
the purpose Cescribed by the owner in the 
Park deed. He intended to have costly and 
beautiful villas built on It, each one fronting 
a hundred feet.

It Will Subordinate the Tariff Question— 
“Greenbacks and Free White Metal 
Mean the Same Thing’’—Makers of 
Yankee Notions Too Greedy for Pro- 
tection—Aftermath of the Elections. 


CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 6.—A correspondent’ 


of the Leader at Mansfield sends the following 
interview with Senator Shermanon the re- 
cent election: 

‘‘I believe,’’ said the Senator, ‘‘that we 
have won a great victory. In many respects 
itis but an indorsement or echo of the fight 
of 1875 upon the financial question. President 
Hayes and myself then made an issue for the 


‘honest dollar and this election in our Com- 


monwealth only shows that the people of this 
state are true to the best elements of all life. 
Greenbacks and free silver mean the same 
thing, and for the second time in our political 
history the State of Ohio has spoken and de- 
cided that question sofarasitcan. Idonot 
mean to say that the tariff has not played any 
important part in the game, but that matter 
| will discuss farther on.’’ 

“What effect will this have upon the elec- 
tion next year?’’ 

“A very favorable one. This campaign 
teaches many useful lessons, which I will 
endeavor to pointout. In the first place, so 
far as the Republican party is concerned 
this result in Ohio fixes the silver question as 
one of the issues of the next presidential 
contestand decides itsofaras this State is 
concerned. Jam convinced that a free coin- 
age bill will be passed by the Congress Which 
assembles im December. Ialso believe that 
such a billas will be framed will be vetoed 
by President Harrison. That will naturally 
make free silver the feature of the next 
presidential fight. In fact it will be the 
leading issue upon which there are vast dalf- 
ferences of opinion in both parties. 
Itis exactly like the tariff, the conditions 
and interests governthe sentiment and ac- 
tion. I doubt very much whether the De- 
mocracy in National Convention will pro- 
claim for free coinage. If they should, 
there would be no other issue of significance 
inthe next campaign. The financial battle 
that we have fought in Ohio will be trans- 
ferred to the nation, and a contest such as 
we have never seen will be the result. The 
tariff will be prominent, but not the vital 
point of the contest.’’ 

“Then the McKinley bill is not the only 
thing in sight?’’ 

‘Not by any means. Its principlesin the 
main are correct.

An event of great importance to local Con- 
gregationalists will be the approaching cele- 
bration by Pilgrim Church of the completion 
of its first twenty-five years of organized 
church life.

A FALSE ALARM. 

We do not credit the rumor afloat that 
the Republican members of the new School 
Board, finding that they are the majority, 
propose to act together asa party under 
the direction of the Republican Central 
Committee, with a view of securing all the 
fat positions at the disposal of the board 
for Republicans, and thereby incorporat- 
ing the public schools with the party 
machine. 

Such conduct would be a most disgrace- 
ful breach of faith plighted to the people 
in the most public andemphatic manner 
pending the recent election. Every man 
elected as a Republican nominee ran ona 
platform of non-partisan reform, and it is 
doubtful if any one of them could have 
succeeded without the Democratic votes 
that were given him with full faithin the 
promise that he would separate his politics 
and party obligations entirely from the 
School Directorship, and co-operate heart- 
ily with reform Democrats against anti-re- 
form Democrats and Republicans both in 
school affairs. 

No matter what the party machine may 
dictate or demand, we believe that a ma- 
jority of the new members, if not all of 
them, will keep faith with the public in 
this matter. They will promptly serve 
notice on the party committee that it can- 
not use them to dishonor their party and 
steal partisan control of the School Board 
under false non-partisan pretences. 


THE SCHOOL ELECTION LESSONS. 

Several valuable lessons may be gained 
by the people of St. Louis from the experi- 
ence afforded in their successful fight 
against the boodle ring “which has con- 
trolled the School Board and looted the 
school treasury. 

The contest has shown that the power 
placed inthe hands of the board through 
the control of the school elections is dan- 
gerous to the interests of the public 
schools and the rights of the people. It 
enables a corrupt combination within the 
board to take effective measures to per- 
petuate itself by means of the abso- 
lute power of the board over the 
machinery of elections. The Election 
Committee may be ‘‘fixed’’ by the ring so 
that the appointment of judges and clerks, 
the fixing of polling places, the arrange- 
ment of tickets and the canvassing of 
returns will be handled solely in 
the interest of the ringsters. Né6th- 
ing but the vigorous fight of the 
Post-DISPATCH upon the members and 
methods of the ring, the most vigilant care 
and the marshalling of the local parties in 
the fight—something not to be commended 
as a rule—could have prevented the con- 
tinuation in control of the crooked com- 
bine of the present board. Even these 
strenuous eiiorts did not prevent the re- 
turn of two of the worst boodlers in the 
gang and the jeopardizing of popular rights 
at several points. The power of the board 
over its own succession must be placed 
under some safe check. 

Another point brought out by the elec- 
tion is the need of some method by which 
the nomination of good candidates upon a 
strictly non-partisan basis may be secured. 
Although the parties have stepped in upon 
anemergency and have done good work 
this time, there is no guarantee that 
should they continue to participate in 
school elections as parties, the contests 
will not descend to purely partisan fights 
for the spoils which the control of the 
School Board would afford. 

The choice by the voters of both Demo- 
crats and Republicans from the ticket 
at large suggests that the parties 
could perhaps best preserve the fruits of 
their recent reform work and assure 
permanent good to the schools by joining 
patriotically in the naming of tickets 
which shall be equally divided between 
them and shall be selected solely witha 
view to fitness. 

Whether this could be accomplished, 
or an independent organization of 
citizens formed for school election pur- 
poses only would better serve the de- 
sired object, is aquestion tobe decided 
hereafter. But some effective means of 
preserving the school funds from looters 
and assuring the honest and efficient man- 
agement of the public schools must be 
found. Itisa subject worthy of the ear- 
nest attention and energetic labor of al] 
citizens.

NOT YET WON. 


O’Connell Cannot Hold His Seat in 
the School Board. 


Under the Canvassing Committee’s Rul- 
ing His Election Is Invalid 


THE ENTIRE VOTE IN PRECINCT SIXTY- 
SEVEN WILL BE THROWN OUT. 


Director Barthold Will Move for a 
Thorough Investigation of the Election 
Frauds—The New Board to Organize 
Tuesday Evening Next—Contests to Be 
Made Without Delay Against O’Con- 
nell and Cudmore—Republican Com- 
mittee Active, 


The School Board election is not closed yet. 

The people have voted, and by their votes 
deteated every prominent member of the old 
board who wasa candidate for re-election, 
except Director Alex. Cudmore, but the de- 
cision of the people is being opposed with all 
the trickery possible to desperate ringsters. 

The School Board Election Committee has 
met ang canvassed the election returns and 
its report is now ready to be made tothe 
School Board as a body. 

That report will show that Director John 
W. O'Connell has been re-elected to the 
board from the Eight District by a plurality 
of 8 votes over Thos. I. Burke,the Republican 
candidate. But between that report of the 
Election Committee and the School Board 
seat for which he is making such a despair- 
ing fight, John W. O’Connell will find some 
serious obstacles to be overcome before he 
can re-enter the School Board. 

Those obstacles are inthe nature of sworn 
charges of frauds practiced in the Eighth 
District in O’Connell’s interest, which frauds 
would have the effect of thwarting the will 
of the people ifthey should be successfully 
carried through. By this practice alone, it 
is charged, has Thomas I. Burke, the Repub- 
lican candidate, been prevented from being 
declared the school director elect from the 
Eighth District on the first count of the Dal- 
lots. 

It may be that the School Board asa body 
will see fit toignore the sworn evidence of 
these charged frauds, and, acting on the re- 
port of the Elections Committee, declare 
John W. O’Connell duly re-elected toa seat 
in the board. But, fortunately, the School 
Board is not the court of last resort in the 
case, and even should that present remarka- 
ble body dare to go against the face oF the 
facts inthe Eighth District election, its ac- 
tion will not suffice to give Mr. O’Connell the 
seat fo® which his followers have resorted to 
such Gangerous and desperate methods at the 
polls. 

O’Connell’s seatin the board, should the 
board declare that he is entitled to a seat, 
and so shut theireyes tothe plain facts of 
fraud and trickery charged by witnesses 
under oath, willbe contested by Thomas I. 
Burke, his opponent, and by the Republican 
Oity Central Committee, and will be carried 
to the courts for final settlement. 

There the evidences of O’Connell fraud and 
trickery will receive the investigation and 
attention it demands and the people’s ver- 
dictinthe School Board case will be sus- 
tained. 

This evidence is now being assiduously 
gathered and is rapidly assuming propor- 
tions that promise to sweep O’Connell’s 
alleged election outof allrange of reason- 
able consideration. 

In the Sixty-ninth Precinct alone, where 
only three votes are credited to Burke on the 
official returns, Burke has personal know- 
ledge of twelve men who voted for him and 
will present the names of these voters in 
evidence of the fraud in that. precinct. A 
decision inthis case alone would elect im 
to the board in place ot O’Conneil. 

In Precinct 71 north, the evidences of fraud 
as testified to by Louis Bosse, an eye-witness, 
in showing the mysterious work done with 
the ballot-box after the polls closed, the 
strange change from the vote as announced 
to the police,and the suspicious holding back 
of the ballot-box from that precinct from 7 
o’clock until after midnight, will be investi- 
gated before O’Connell is allowed to take his 
seat. The throwing out of this precinct would 
elect Burke to the School Board. 

In the Sixty-seventh Precinct the sworn 
charges of the burning of sixty ballots by the 
judges because of alleged errorsin erasing 
the names of candidates not to be voted for, 
will be investigated. Ona decision rendered 
by the Election Committee itself last night 
in the case of a ballot submitted to them upon 
which similar erasures had been made, these 
sixty ballots would have been counted 
had they been submitted to the Elections 
Committee. They would have elected Burke. 
This illegal distinction should cause the en- 
tire vote of the 67th Precinct to be 
thrown out. This would also cause Thos. I 
Burke to be declared School Director-elect 
from the Eighth School District. 

There are other cases of like nature which 
will be brought in evidence In the cobtest. 

John W. O’Connell will have to bow tothe 
people’s will and retire from the School 
Board, 

GETTING EVIDENCE. 

The Executive Committee of the Republican 

Central organization is hard at work getting 
the evidence in shape to contest the seats of 
John P. Collins of the First District: John 
Brady, Second District; John W. O’Con- 
nell, Eighth District, and Alex. 
more of the Ninth District. 
committee declares that it has already 
secured more than enough evidence to tnval- 
idate the election of Brady, O’Connell and 
Cudmore and expects to prove that 500 fraud- 
ulent votes were castin Collins’ district. 
The object incontesting Coilins’ seat it ap- 
pears is not so much to remove him as it is to 
strengthen the Claim that Gleason 
is elected over Gist Blair for 
member-at-large. The difference between 
the vote given for Blair and Gleason in the 
official count is less than 500. 

‘*The aMJdavits presented by the committee 
representatives who served in the Four- 
teenth Ward election day will be backed u 
by evidence of the strongest character’’ saic 
Mr. Wolcott to-day. ‘‘We have an 
abundance of proof that the vote cast for 
O’Connell at Precinct 71, north, was only 102, 
and it was so given to the police ny the 
judges.

Mr. Bosse’s 
amdaryit is not the onl testimony 
we will offer to prove that frauds of the most 
giaring character were perpetrated in that 
precinctas well as theothers. It will bea 
very easy thing forus to prove that Mr. 
Burke was elected by a lar plurality, and 
there will also be interesting developments 
in the Second and Ninth District contests.’’ 

In the contest against Cudmore evidence 
will be presented to establish the committee’s 
Claim that wholesale repeating was resorted 
to in both the Fifteenth and Seventeenth 
Wards in his behalf. 

In Brady’s district the committee fs also at 
work getting its evidence in shape. Mr. 
Delacella, the Republican candidate who is 
defeated by seventeen votes, according to 
the returns, says he will prove when the 
contest istaken up that he was defrauded 
out of twice that many votes. 


THE SIXTY-SEVENTH PRECINCT CASE.

‘*I made a fight yesterday to go behind the 
returns in order to prevent the seating of any 
man whose election is in doubt. I did this 
not in the interest of any special candidate, 
but of all candidates. Nevertheless, under 
the rules and ere to the 
decision of a majo ty of the com- 
mittee, yesterday, Mr, O’Connell will be re- 
turned tothe board as elected. All questions 
as to Irregularities at the _ will have to 
be investigated hereafter by a special com- 
mittee, after the man who deems himself 
elected, fllesa notice of contest. From all 
the facts that have come to my knowledge, I 
feel that Burke and not O’Connell was elected 
inthe Eighth District, and I consider ita 
solemn duty on the part of the School Board 
to order an investigation in_ the 
case, no matter whether a contest has been 
filed or not. It is time that all these charges 
of irregularities at School Board elections 
should be sifted to the bottom; and I would 
be in favor of making this School Board elec- 
tion the basis and the precedent of ridding 
the cityof the gang which has inso many 
elections succeeded in thwarting the people’s 
will by fraudulent methods. To this work I 
propose to devote myself in what will prob- 
ably be the closing years of my service as a 
director.’’ 


CANVASSING THE RETURNS. 


INTERESTING TILTS WHILE THE COUNT 


PROGRESSED —THE VOTE. 

The School Board assembly-room in the 
Polytechnic Building was crowded yesterday 
afternoon when the Election Committee met 
at 40’clock tocanvass the returns of Tues- 
day’s election. The gathering comprised 
nearly all the candidates, and each candidate 
was accompanied by a personal followed of 
friends, while anumber of interesting citi- 


zens visited the board-room during the — : 
ress of the canvass. There were some lively 
incidents in the course of the afternoon and 
evening, the committee not concluding 
its work until 9:45 o’clock, but 
the actual steps taken during the official 
canvass were ofthe most formal and per- 
functory nature. So determined, indeed, 
was the School Board Elections Committee 
not to go beyond a consideration of the 
tabulated returns from each district and pre- 
cinct that evidences of fraud testified to 
under oath and offered tothe committee at 
the proper moment in the canvass were with 
difficulty secured a bare hearing. 

Piled on the floor at the north end of the long 
table around which were seated the members 
of the Election Committee were the Dallot 
boxes containing the baliots and returns from 
the various districts. Standing at the head 
of the table, chisel in hand, wes School 
Board Bailiff H. Clay Sexton, who opened the 
boxes and took out the signed tally-sheets. 
Seated next to him, on his ieft, was the Board 
Atvorney, Charles B,. Stark, to whom the 
sheets were handed, and who read out the 
tabulated footings of each precinct. Nextto 
Attorney Stark was School Board Secretary 
James Y. Player, whochecked off those re- 
turns from sheets upon which the police 
figures had been tabulated. Then came the 
members of the Election Committee as fol- 
lows: Kelly,Bartholdt, McEntire, Sheehan, 
Trolland Bus. Other members of the board, 
besides the candidates for re-election, 
were present during’ the evening, 
among whom were President Chas. F. Miller 
and Director Wm. Macklin, The proceedings 
were also waiched by a committee of five 
from the RepuMican City Central Committee, 
accompanied by three experts, who sum- 
marized the count as it progressed. School 
Board Auditor Hammerstein stood at the 
clerk’s desk and footed up the returns passed 
to him by Secretary Player. 

The proceedings werd marked, principally, 
by aseries of arguments between Director 
Bartholdt on one side and Direct- 
ors McEntire, sheehan, Kelly and Sec- 
retary Player on the other. Bartholdt 
met every irregularity in the election 
returns from districts and precincts with 

rompt efforts to. have such irregularities 
vuly noted on the records of the Election 
Committee’s meeting, and wasas promptly 
opposed by the others named, who wanted 
all such questions left for the School Board as 
a body to pass upon. - The chief in- 
terest centered, of course, on the returns 
from John W. O’Conneil’s district, and 
O’Connell wasa fixture in the board room 
until after the committee had passed on the 
Eighth District, when he departed in high 
feather, despite the reading of a sworn 
charge against certain of his judges of elec- 
tion which threatens to cause the throwing 
out of one precinct and the consequent elec- 
ave Hang the board of his opponent, Thomas I. 
Burke. 

A question as to the province of the Elec- 
tion Committee was raised at the start, and 
on Director McEntire’s motion the rule of 
procedure was declared to be sec. 29 of the 
School Board election system, which makes 
of the Election Committee simply a canvass- 
ing board whose work shall be finally passed 
upon by the School Board. Director Bart- 
holdt insisted that the committee had the 
right to go behind the returns of the judges 
of election and to ascertain decisively if 
those returns were correct, but he stood no 
show against the board forces Opposing that 
construction of the committee’s duties. ‘the 
sacredness of the ballots and the danger of 
any member of the School Board touching 
or investigating them were dwelt upon by 
Bartholdt’s antagonists with most graphic 
solemnity, and he was buried beneath this 
overwhelming dread of interference with the 
age returns made by the judges of elec- 
tion. 

The most striking result of this plan of 
proceedure now its that the actual votes cast 
in the Schoo! Board election are sealed away 
in the ballot boxes, and all the School Board 
has to pass upon are the tabulated footings 
made by the judges and clerKs of election. 


Director Bartholdt’s earnest protests, and 


the sworn charges affecting some of those re- 
turns are the evidence on record against 
such 4 system. 

ACCEPTED WITHOUT QUESTION. 

Director Bartholdt objected to accepting 
the returns made from Precinct 10 of the 
Third Ward onthe grounds that charges of 
irregularity had been preferred, Secretary 
Player promptly stated that the committee 
would have to certify to the returns as made, 
and that the School Board alone could pass 
on the question of irregularity. 

Several precincts were reached where 
judges andclerks had not signed the poll- 
books. Onthese points Director Bus asked | 
how the committee could hey | to the votes 
and was informed by Director McEntire that 
all that could be done was to Certify to the 
returns asthe yote appeared on the tally 
sheets. ‘The actual ballots were again shrank 
from in holy horror. Director Bartholdt, at 
the close of the meeting, pertinently insisted 
that the namesof those judges and clerks 
failing to sign the poll-books be obtained and 
included in the commaittee’s report, if it were 
— to force them tosign the poll- 


books. 

‘‘Otherwige,’’ said Mr. Bartholdt, ‘‘the 
vote in thost*precincts goes down in School 
Board history With absolutely no record of 
the identity of the judges and clerks who 
supervised the vote; A matter of history 
eae yak not be permitted to go on record in 
that shape.’’

Brady, Second District; Henry § Hick- 
man, Seventh District; John W. O’Connell, 
Eighth District; Alex Cudmore, Ninth Dis- 
trict; W. J. Wait, Eleventh District; W. H. 
McClain, Twelfth District, and J. H. S8pin- 
ning, Fourteenth District. Under the rules 
of the board contests cannot be considered at 
Tuesday’s meeting, and consequently O’Con- 
nell, Brady and Cudmoye, whose seats are 
to be contested, will be sworn in with the 
others. 

RULES GOVERNING CONTESTS. 

Under the board rules any party who has 
been an opposing candidate can file a con- 
test, bit he must give a written notice tothe 
opposite party at least fifteen days before 
the Decemeer meeting. A similar copy must 
be furnished to the Secretary of the board. 
The notice must specify the grounds,and when 
the board Is officially informed of the contest 
the President must appointa committee of 
seven to investigate and report at the next 
meeting. The attorney of the board will act 
in conjunction with the committee. Ifthe 
board, after hearing the report, decides that 
the election was irregular or invalid, the 
President is required to call a new election. 

Reports of secret caucusses are flying thick 
and fast, but when run down they are all 
denied. One report hadit that the Repub- 
licans had decided to oust Secretary Player, 
Bailiff Sexton, Auditor Hammerstein, Build- 
ing Superintendent Singleton, Chief Engineer 
Kelly end all the other salaried officers. This 
story was flatly denied this morning by 
Executive Committeeman Wolcott. ‘‘The 
report,’’ he said, ‘‘that Mr. Chartrand and 
myself are looking for School Board offices Is 
not true, northe story that the cammittee is 
preparing to make a fight on Secretary Player. 
There has been no caucus of Republicans 
that lam aware of, and itcan be set down 
asacertainty thatthe directors elected on 
the Republican ticket will not let partisan 
feeling actuate them in any oftheir offictal 
acts. Our committee does propose, however,

THE PRESIDENCY.

WELL ENTERTAINED 


How the Spanish Club Was Received at 
Las Vegas. 


THE COMMERCIAL CLUB TAKES CHARGE 
OF THEM THERE. . 


Immense Land Grants Being Piaced on 
the Market—New Mexico’s Advantages 
~Political Complexion of the Excur- 
stonists—Only One Free-Coinage Man 
in the Party—Crossing the Mountains.

On BOARD THE CARS IN NEW MEXICO, Nov. 
2.—We have just left Las Vegas, where we 
were tendered a reception by the Commercial 
Club of that place. Thetrain arrived there 
very much behind time, and in consequence 
only a stop of fifteen or twenty minutes was 
made, The gentlemen were made acquainted 
with each other,and the time was very pleas- 
antly spent. Amongthe Commercial Club’s 
members there were Mr. A. H. Whitmore, 
the P resident; Mr. H. T. Vale, the Secretary ; 
Judge Chas. Blanchard, whoisalso a mem- 
ber of the St. Louis Spanish Club; Mr. R. A. 
Kistler, editor of the Las Vegas Optic; 
Felix Martinez and Miguel Salazar, two Span- 
ish gentiemen, and W. B. EadsandD. O. 
Hoskins, bankers. They presented the St. 
Loulsans with a basket of wine and two 
monster bouquets of beautiful flowers. We 
here secured a copy of the evening paper 
from Las Vegas and learned of the big forest 
fire in St. Louls County. Las Vegas was 
filled at the time we were there with a large 
excursion party of Indiana editors and their 
wives and sweethearts, a number of whom 
called on Gov. Hovey and party in the next 
car. 

Mr. Vale spoke very enthusiastically of the 
future of New Mexico. Accordingto him al- 
most every kind of vegetable product grown 
in the United States flourishes in New Mexico, 
the Territory having every variety of climate 
from the semi-tropics of Southern Florida to 
the semi-frigid region of Northern Maine. 
One great barrier to the rapid settlement 
and development of New Mexico has been the 
fact that great tracts of land have been tied 
up in the courts so long. 

BIG LAND GRANTS. 

The Maxwell land grant so well known in 
St. Louis embraces 1,720,000 acres and has 
only been recently opened tu permanent 
settlement. The Waddingham grant em- 
braces 700,000 acres and is still tiedup, but 
there is a good prospect thatthe new court 
established for the purposes of 
passing on these Mexican land grants 
will soon settle the title to the 
Waddingham nt. Itlies in the eastern 
part of San Miguel County, of which Las 
Vegas is the county seat, and Mr. Vale says it 
is a fine pe ofland. When the title to it is 
settled it will be placed on the market, and it 
will be the largest single plece of ground that 
can be purchased ina singletract. It would 
make a good sized county in one of the East- 
ern States. 

A LITTLE EXCITEMENT. 

We came nearly losing our porter, Tom 
Harris, at Trinidad. Commissary Crunden 
sent him afteraloadof bread and before he 
got back the train started. Such youn 
swinging of arms, waving of flags and pull- 
ing of li-cords as Commissaries Crunden 
and Paddock and Manager Biggers indulged 
in for a few minutes to attract the 
attention of the engineer and conductor 
were never before heard or seen in this part 
of the country.

INSUFFICIENT RATIONS 


Army Officers Deny the Serious Charges 
of Artillerymen. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—The officers of the 
Third Artillery, stationed at Washington 
Barracks in this city, are experiencing in a 
mila form the tribulations of the Grenadier 
Guards of the British army. The men be- 
longing to two batteries of the: Third Artil- 
lery make serious compiaint of the quantity 
and quality of rations issuedto them and 


threaten to bring the matter before the War 
Department if the cause of complaint is not 
remedied. According to their story the 
rations are poor, badiy cooked and 
insufficient in quantity. Notwithstanding 
the fact that the revised oeney regu- 
lations prescribe an increase of rations, the 
men claim they have recived no increase, 
When the complaints reached the officers 
Capt. Smith of Battery K called one of the 
complainants, and after questioning him 
ordered increased rations issued to the men, 
with instructions that they were to do their 
own cooking. The officers of Battery K tell 
an entirely different story. As far as known 
they believe there Is little, if any ground, for 
the men’s complaints, except such occasion- 
al slips as might occur at any army post. 
The privates who are the loudest in denounc- 
ing their fare are said to be most refractory 
in the matter of regulations of the service, 
and the only wayto settle the unreasonable 
complaints was to issue the rations and al- 
low malcontents the privilege of cooking 
them, as they desired.

Curses were thick as flees on the forecastje 
The first and second mates took their cues 
from the captain and the result was that 
things generally were about as unpleasant as 
they could be. The voyage passed withour 
ong serious trouble but the relations of men 
and captain were badly strained. Yesterday 
morning the boatswain at the ship was late in 
getting to work at his duties. It appears 
that he was eee to blame the cook’s 
mate, Frank Buchmann, for not calling him. 
Buchmann was lying in his bunk at this 
time and when asked why he did not call 
him he answered that it was not his duty to 
see that the boatswain did not oversieep 
himself. The boatswain left vowing venze. 
ance and Buchmann, anticipating mischief 
bolted the door of the room. ‘ 

The boatswain told the second mate, Chas. 
Deiman. The pair returned to where Buch.- 
mann was lying, and without waiting to gain 
an entrance, broke in the door. Then they 
seized the cook’s mate, hauled him upon deck 
and tied him toa beam ofthe gangway with 
his toes just touching the deck. 

The cries of the poor wretch brought Au- 

st Zimmerman. He attempted to release 

uchmann, but was threatened by the other 
two. Finding that he could be of no heip to 
his messmate, he ran aftto the captain's 
quarters. Capt. Vogel replied, so the cook 
alleges, by an oath,anda blow which knocked 
him jiown. Zimmerman got on his feet as 
quickly as he could and ran forward, fol- 
lowed by the enraged Captain. 

By this time the shrieks of Buchmann had 
aroused the rest of the men. These 
gathered around the beam where the poor 
wretch was suspended and demanded that 
he should be cut down. Capt. Vogel ordered 
them to go forward. They refused. A blow 
was struck, andina minute a free fight was 
In —— between the officers and men. 
At this juncture one of the sailors drewa 
Knife across the ropes by which Buchmann 
was suspended, and the latter dropped to the 
deck in an unconscious condition. The fight 
between the others was short and flerce. 
Finally the officers ofthe ship got the worst 
ofitandranaft. Capt. Vogel leaped onthe 
dock and ran up towards Kent avenue. He 
had not returned totheship ata late hour 
last night. The other officers barricaded 
themselves in their quarters. The men made 
no further attempt to molest them. 

About 1 p. m. the cook and Buchmann made 
their appearance at Bedford Avenue S&tation- 
house and asked for the arrest of the Cep- 
tain, second mate and tswain. sSerat.

THE TERRIBLE MARY CARROLL. 


She Tried to Burn Down the Court in 
Which She Was Tried. 


The most exciting case on the docket of the 
Second District Police Court this morning 
was that of Maggie Carroli. She was fined

She was drunk about 5 o’clock this morning 
and refused to get out of the way for a man 
who was sweeping his pavement. Oficer 
Stringer then arrested her. 

It required the closest watching to prevent 
her from again upsetting the stove and per- 
haps causing a disturbance in court. 

Andy Dillon is a rosy cheeked, curly 
headed young Irishman just out from the 
green ills of ‘Tipperary. He came 
to St. Louis and thought that 
the best way to enjoy bis liberty in the land 
of the free and the home of the brave was to 
take jt easy on the corners. Officers Fay and 
Meefian came alongand asked him what was 
he doing. He tried the effect of some native 
wit on them, but they were too much Amer!- 
canized to see the point, and arrested him 
for’oitering. The poor fellow was in tha 
hole with the terrible Maggie Carroll, and 
his change of opinion of America was as 
rapid as it was radical.

WERE SENT TO IRONTON BELLES. 


Cause of the Indictment of Mrs. Georgiana 
Hanley and Julia Gunton for Sending 
Improper Matter Through the Mails— 
Judge Thayer Declares an Indictment 
Defective—Federal Building Matters. 


Mrs. Georgiana Hanley, who was brought 
in by United States Deputy Marshal McCune 
last night from the vicinity of Popiar Bluff, 
appeared before Judge Thayer to-day ona 
charge of sendingimproper matter through 
the mail. The offense jalleged to have been 
committed occurred on Valentine’s Day last. 
Mrs. Hanley was then living at Lronton, Mo., 
and was then a prepossessing young widow. 
She had a friend named Juila Gunton. There 


were two other young ladies living at 
Ironton named Misses Hattie Kes- 
ling and Birdie Huff. Between the 


foursome rivalry or ill-feeling is supposed 
to have existed. Mrs. Hanley in her state- 
ment rather throws the blame on Miss Gun- 
ton, who has not yet appeared to answer. 
The charge is that letters, otherwise 
proper but containing scurrilous addresses, 
were mailedto Miss Keslingand Miss Huff, 
who are daughters of prominent citizens of 
Ironton. The missives are said to have been 
vaientines. The alleged addresses are de- 
cidedly objectionable in language, but amus- 
ing in character. The objection cofsists 


in descriptive attributes following 
the young lady’s names. It is 
alleged that Miss Kesling received 


three ofthe valentines and Miss Haff one. 
The matter was piaced inthe hands of the 
authorities, and iadictments returned by the 
Federal Grand-jury. 

Mrs. Hanley, who has since been marrie., 
has a baby which she left with friends and 
brought her little daughter by her first mar- 
riage with her. She is stopping at the Everett 
House, Fourth and Olive streets. The case 
was set for Nov.. 10, but Judge Thayer will 
take up the matter to-morrow. 

Mrs. Georgiana ape | is much frightened 
over the serious turn airs have taken. She 
has lived at Nealyville, Mo., for the past 
two months. 

**I did not have anything to do with the 
sending of the valentines,’’ she explained. 
‘*The girls agreed to send them, but they did 
not have the money, s0 bought 
them and gave them to the 
Gunton girls. They wrote the objectionable 
terms on the envelopes. The valentines 
were to suit the writing on the envelope.’’ 

Mrs. Hanley would not say what was the 
cause at first, but afterward remarked that 
the Guntons and the Huffs were always 
**picking at each other.’’ She also admitted 
that jealousy cut a figure inthe affair. Birdie 
Huff and the other girl were good 
looking and went out into society more than 
the Gunton giris and received much atten- 


tion from gentiemen. Mrs. Hanley says the 
Gunton giris, especially Julia, became jeal- 
ous. 


Mrs. Hanley does not know what particular 
young man was the causeof the jealousy 
she alleges. 

After sending the valentines the matter 
lay quiet fora couple of months untila gov- 
ernment inspector came down and then an 
item appeared in the local paper, without 
mentioning names, however. The Gunton 
girls got troubled over this and their mother 
went tosee a St. Louis lawyer who was at 
the hotel. ‘‘Mr. Garesche was his name,’’ 
said Mrs. Hanley, ‘‘and he said that the 
giris would come out all right. I went tothe 
postmaster and he said that I neeu not fear.’’

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ED BUTLER’S WINE. 


It Cost Ex-Councilman Pat O’Malley 
Several Thousand Dollars. 


_ THE STOCK DEAL OF A LOBBYIST AND AN 


ASSEMBLYMAN, 


A Bargain That Was Made in Butler’s Din- 
ing-Room Over a Bottle of Champagne 
Is Followed by a Bitter Suit—Some In- 
side History of the Passage of a Fran- 
chise Bill. 


A jury is still considering in Judge Dillon’s 
court the peculiar evidence brought out in 
the suit of Ed Butler, the Nineteenth Ward 
Warwick against ex-Councilman O’Malley, 
the builder. The case was giventothe jury 
last night and failing to agree they were 
discharged for the night by the Judge and 
sent outagain this morning. The attorney 
for O’Maliey is Mortimer F. Taylor, and Ed 
Butler’s lawyer is ex-City Counselor Lev- 
erett Bell. 

THE DEAL. 

Ed Butler, it seems, on Dec. 19, 1889, sold 
O’Malley 1,500 shares of the stock of the 
Municipal Electric Lighting Co., which had 
been organized while O’Malley, was in 
the Council, and haa got its franchise by the 
help of his vote. Mr. Butler was an active 
friend of the billin the lobby, and after it 
was passed he found himself in possession of 
about 3,000 shares of the stock. O’Malley 
thought the stock was a good thing. He was 
interested financially in the company while 
he was in the council. He had secured 
an $80,000 contract from them for 
work on their buildings. Ex-Councilman 
Phil Rohan had a contract too for putting in 
boilers for the company, by the way. Mr. 
Bell, in his speech to the jury last night con- 
sidered that the evidence in the case 
justified him in saying that O’ Malley was also 
one of the organizers of the company and 
held part of. -its{originalstock. Mr. Taylor 
denies this, however. 

Ed 3 dickered with O’Malley a long 
time before he sold him the stock. Finally 
he asked O’Malley to callon him in his 
West End residence. The blacksmith hasa 


handsomely furnished parlor in his house, 
but he doesn’t take all of his visitors into it. 
He asked O’ Malley intothe dining-room and 
opened a bottle of champagne. Then the 
bargaining began. 

‘*‘What will you take for the stock, Ed?’’ 
asked 0’ Malley. 

‘*I don’t know exactly how much I have,’’ 
said Butler, ‘‘but I’ll sell you 1,500 shares for 
$11,000. That isa fair price. The stock is sure 
to boom.’’ 

‘*I’ll give you $10,000,’’ said O’ Malley. | 

Butler wouldn’t doit. They drank a little 
more, and O’Malley consented to give $11,000. 
He told Butler he had no cash, but the com- 

any owed hima good deal of money on his 

ig contract, and he offered an order on tbe 
company for $11,000. Butler accepted it. 
DIFFICULTY IN COLLECTING. 

When he went to collect the money he 
found difficulty. Hecould get only $8,253.75. 
March 8 of this year he called O’Malley toa 
meeting in the office of Lawyer Thos.E.Rowe, 
Police Judge Thos. Morris’ partner, and de- 
manded the balance of $2,749. O’Malley 
said he couldn’t pay it and entreated 
Butler to be lenient with him. He said that 
the company’s stock was worthless ard he 
had lost money on the whole business.

The Austrian Archduke Who Renounced 
His Title. 


HE FOUGHT FOR THE INSURGENTS IN 
THE CHILIAN WAR. 


The Story of the Wreck of the Margareta 
Not Believed—Account Given by a 
Sailor Returned to Vienna From South 
America—Letter From John Orth’s 
Morganatic Wife.

The Archduke’s 
wife’s name was Stubel and she was an 
Her sister, Jenny Stubel, was for- 
merly a member of Heinrich Conried’s opera 
company and her brother, Camillo Stubel, is 
now in the chorus at the Casino. On Wednes 
day Stubel showed Mr. Conrieda Ietter from 
his mother, who livesin Vienna, which said 
she had received aletter from Chili telling 
her that Johann Orth and his wife were both 
there and well. Unless this should be dis- 
puted it will seem to put anend tothe story 
of his shipwreck. 


Why Archduke John renounced his titles 
and turned his back on the royal family of 
Austria has never been satisfactorily ex- 
plained. He issaid to have espoused the 
caause of socialism and preferred to be 
known as plain John Orth. His act created 
extended comment in Europe, and for a time 
was the talk of the world. 

The story of his connection with the Chilian 
warcameout in September last, when the 
report reached Vienna that Orth had joined 
the eoeepats of Balmaceda. The account as 
printed atthe Austrian Capitalat that time 
was derived from the report of Justus 
Sepich, a sailor who had served on the Orth’s 


sailed from Europe to South America. Sepich 
said that at the port of Ensenada, near 
Buenos Ayres, in June, 1890, Orth discharged 
all his officers and men and bade each fare- 
well. They learned at Buenos Ayres that the 
ex-Archduke secured a crew of Chilians, 
changed the name of his ship and entered the 
service of the Insurgents. A Vienna paper 
printed the sallor’s statements, with these 
comments : 

‘*Weight must be attached tothese reports, 
not only because they are believed in circles 
closely connected with the family of Johann 
Orth, but foranother reason also. The rel- 
atives of the ex-Archduke have not accepted 
the money for which the Santa Margareta 
was insured in a well-kKnowncompany. This 
sum amounts, it is said, to 600,000 marks. It 
is a matter of comparatively little impor- 
tance, however, whether the sum of money 
islarge orsmall. The fact that the money 
has not been accepted by Johann Orth’s rel- 
atives is quasi proof that they believe him 
still alive. 

‘*The will of Johann Orth has been de- 
posited with a well-known Viennese lawyer, 
who stands in close relationship to families 
high in rank and station. Upto the peesent 
time this testament has not been opened. 
Without doubt the seal would have been 
broken had certainthings not indicated that 
the testator Is still in the land of the living. ’’ 

It is well-known that the ex-Archduke’s 
aged mother has always refused to believe 
her son dead. It does not seem at all im- 
probable that Johann Orth may be called 
open to play an important part inthe affairs 
of the South American Kepublic. 

About three months ago a letter was re. 
ceived in Vienna, written in Chili by Pep!, 
the maid traveling with the Archduchess. 
and addressed to her aunt, living in Vienna. 
In the letterthe girl says: ‘*My master and 
mistress are both quite welland have every 
thing they want except Vienna schnitzels.’’ 
It is also stated that John Orth himself wrote 
his family not long since. 

_In October a young Chillan arrived at 
Vienna and put upat the Hotel Erz, in the 
Kaiserthal, inscribing his name in the visit- 
ors’ book as ‘‘Garcias Manos.’’ Immediately 
on his arrival he proceeded to the Hofburg, 
where he was at once received by the Empe. 
ror, with whom he remained closeted for mur:

DR. BRIGGS’ CASE. 


Local Presbyterian Ministers Discuss 
the Remarkable Verdict. 


DR. BROOKES THE ONLY ONE AVOWEDLY 
DISPLEASED, 


He Says That the Finding of the Presaby- 
tery Will Not Bring About Peace—Dr. 
Niccolls’ Explanation of the Verdict— 
Expressions of Opinion From Other | 
Prominent Ministers. 


The decision of the Presbytery of New York 
in dismissing the charges against Dr. Briggs 
has occasioned considerable talk in Presby- 
terian circles. The telegraphic report says 
that Dr. Briggs’ teachings were not ap- 
proved, but ‘‘for the sake of peace in the 
church’’ they were dismissed,the vote stand- 
ing 94 to 89—71 ministers and 23 elders voting 
in the affirmative, and 26 ministers and 13 
elders voting in the negative. 

Several Presbyterian clergymen of §&t. 
Louls were to-day interviewed on the re- 
markable verdict. 

Dr. 8. J. Nicolls said he would prefer to 
see the decision before saying much. His 
opinion had been that the case would never 
come to trial, because he could not see that 
Dr. Briggs had taught anything that was con- 
trary to Presbyterian doctrine, and therefore 
was not liable to a charge of hersey. He him- 
self did not agree with Dr. Brigs, and he did 
not think there were ascorein the Presby- 
tery of New York who held to Dr. Briggs’ 
views; yet since Briggs had taught nothing 
expressly contravening the Presbyterian sys- 
tem of theology, he supposed the Presbytery 
took a lenient view of the case. 

‘*The Presbyterian system,’’ said Dr. 
Nicolls, ‘*embraces five points—God, the fall 
of man, the atonement, election and the per- 
severance of the saints—and if one adheres 
to these our church allows very great latitude 
of opinion on subsidiary points on the part of 
its teachings. Dr. Briggs has not taught 
anything contravening this system, so far as 
Ihave observed. His language has, it is true, 
been open to inference, but when he denies 
that he holds the views that are naturally in- 
ferred from his language, the Presbytery is 
bound to take that statement, and as he has 
denied that his teachings are not in line with 
Presbyterianism, the Presbytery seems to 
have given him the benefit of that asser- 
tion.’’ 

Dr. Nicolls said that he had just returned 
from New York, where, as a member of the 
Committee of the General Assembly he had 
been trying to reach a settlementin the case 
of the Union Theological Seminary. He was 
very hopeful that a settlement of the contro- 
versy would soon be reached. 

The Rev. Dr. J. H. Brooks, pastor of the 
Washington Avenue Presbyterian Church, 
said: ‘‘I very much regret the decision. The 
church is no place for an infidel, and I regard 
Dr. Briggs as an infidel. They dis- 
miss the charges against him forthe sake of 
peace, but they won’t get the peace they ex- 
pect! The decision is a mistake—it is more 
thana mistake! Itisa dishonor to God that 
the Presbytery took such action!’’ 

The Rev. Dr. Martin, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian Church, said: ‘‘lam very giad 
that a compromise has been reached for the 
present.’’ He would express no opinion as 
to the merits of the case. 

The Rey. Dr. Cannon, pastor of the Grand 
Avenue Presbyterian Church, said: ‘‘Iif I 
understand the spirit of the Presbytery a 
man’s views may be erroneous, but not 
heretical. l never thought they could con- 
vict Dr. Briggs of heresy. Heresy is sucha 
degree of error as may render a man Iiable to 
be deposed from office; a man may be a little 
‘off color’ and yet not be a heretic.’’ 

‘*You think Briggs is off color?’’ 

‘‘Yes. But we are too tar away to judge 
properly concerning the action of the Pres- 
bytery. If I understand the matter they 
reached a decision somewhat on the linecf 
the compromise proposed by Dr. John Hall 
recently. The case before the Presbytery 
was different from that before the Assembly. 
The Assembly was dealing with him asa pro- 
fessor; the Presbytery as a preacher. A man 
may hold views that would unfit him for 
being a teacher, but need not disqualify him 
AS a preacher.’”’ 

Dr. J. W. Allen of the Mid-Continent said 
that the question was a ticklish one, and he 
begged to be excused from expressing an 
opinion because he had not been able to fol- 
low the case closely before the Presbytery. 

Dr. R. R. Farris, editor of the, St. Louis 
Presbyterian, did not feel like making any crit- 
icism on the action of the Presby@gry, for he 
s that led 
them to suchaconclusion. H id: ‘*The 
teachings of Dr. Briggs must be condemned 
as contrary to the Scriptures and the stand- 
ards of the Presbyterian Church, and ff, as is 
reported in the newspapers, the case was dis- 
missed for the sake of peace, it is absurd to 
think that this end can be reached by the 
allowance of heretical doctrine. Peace can 
only be maintained by adherence tothe truth. 
This will not be the end of the case. It is very 
certain to be appealed to the Synod, and 
thence to the General Assembly, the Presby- 
terian Court of final adjudication. 

Dr. J. B. Brandt also felt some delicacy 
about expressing himself—he belonging to 
the Presbyterian Church South. He said that 
the decision was an unforunate 
one, and the matter would not 
be allowed to rest. He did not know pre- 
cisely what Dr. Briggs said in his defense 
before the Presbytery and therefore could 
not judge what reasoning led the Presbytery 
to the conclusion announced in the papers; 
but Dr. Briggs’ views on the inspiration of 
the Scripwres, as widely published for some 
months past, were open to grave question. 

‘*Dr. Brigges,’’ he continued, ‘‘has an am- 
biguous way of expressing himself. He makes 
statements that,taking him literally appears 
decidedly heretical, yet if you scan the ex- 
pressions closely you will find that he has left 
some loophole of retreat, or can back out of 
an unpleasant position if too closely 
pressed.’’
